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American Dental Association Testifies at Hearings on Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
Bill and Urges Own Program 


The American Dental Association ap- 
peared before the Senate Committee on 
Education and Labor in Washington, 
April 23, to present testimony against the 
enactment of the Wagner-Murray-Din- 
gell bill, S. 1606. The bill, which has 
been the subject of hearings for a month 
by the Senate committee, proposes the 
equivalent of a compulsory health insur- 
ance system which includes dental bene- 
fits. The representatives of the American 
Dental Association opposed the enact- 
ment of the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill 
and urged the passage of the Associa- 
tion’s own two bills (S. 190 and S. 1099) 
which are also pending before the same 
Senate committee. 

Chief witness for the American Dental 
Association was Car] O. Flagstad, chair- 
man of the Committee on Legislation. 
Others present at the hearing included: 
Leslie M. FitzGerald, chairman, Com- 
mittee on Economics; C. Willard Cama- 
lier, chairman, War Service and Postwar 
Planning Committee; Allen O. Gruebbel, 


executive secretary, Council on Dental 
Health; Lon W. Morrey, director, Bu- 
reau of Public Relations; Joseph C. Bag- 
donas, secretary, Committee on Eco- 
nomics; George H. Fox, general counsel 
of the American Dental Association, and 
secretary, Committee on Legislation; 
Herbert B. Bain, director of press rela- 
tions; Harold Hillenbrand, editor, THE 
JourNaL. 

Representatives of the American Den- 
tal Association expressed their approval 
of the objective of the bill to improve 
dental health in this country, but opposed 
the methods set up by the bill to achieve 
this goal. They urged that the bills for 
dental research, dental health education 
and dental care sponsored by the Asso- 
ciation would provide a better mecha- 
nism for the improvement of national 
dental health.

Maryland Confers Honorary 
Degrees on Mills and Lyle 


Honorary degrees of doctor of science 
were conferred by the University of 
Maryland upon Maj. Gen. Robert H. 
Mills, Chief, Army Dental Corps, and 
Rear Admiral Alexander G. Lyle, Assist- 
ant for Dentistry, Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery, Navy Department. The 
ceremony took place at the commence- 
ment exercises of the Baltimore College 
of Dental Surgery, University of Mary- 
land, on March 9. The degrees were 
conferred by H. C. Byrd, president of 
the university. Both General Mills and 
Admiral Lyle are graduates of the uni- 
versity. Sixty candidates for the degree of 
doctor of dental surgery were also pre- 
sented by Dean J. Ben Robinson. Ex- 
cerpts from the citations for honorary 
degrees follow: 

Lyle.—For extraordinary heroism and de- 
votion to duty while in actual combat with 
the enemy in the Verdun Sector on April 23, 
1918, he was awarded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. Other awards for gallantry 
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in action in World War I which he received 
include two Army Silver Star Medals and 
the “Merito de Guerra,” the latter presented 
by the Italian Government. With the termi- 
nation of hostilities in World War II, he -re- 
ceived a special Letter of Commendation from 
the Secretary of the Navy, with the award of 
the Commendation Ribbon which was made 
in recognition of his outstanding performance 
of duty during the war. His campaign medals 
include the Victory Medal of World War I 
with five ‘stars; and the American Defense, 
the American Theater, and the Victory Med- 
als of World War II. 


On March 13, 1943, he was promoted to 

the rank of Rear Admiral, the first officer 
in the Dental Corps of the United States Navy 
to hold that rank. He entered upon his duties 
in the midst of war when the full resources 
of his country were being focused on winning 
the great conflict. His splendid administra- 
tive ability, his driving force in getting things 
done, his ability to inspire confidence in sub- 
ordinate officers contributed greatly to the 
success of the Navy Dental Corps and brought 
to him universal acclaim for the excellent 
results he accomplished. 
Mills.—In 1945 General Mills was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal for outstand- 
ing service as Director of the Dental Division, 
Office of the Surgeon General, with the fol- 
lowing citation: 

“Maj. Gen. Robert H. Mills performed 
exceptionally meritorious service, in a posi- 
tion of great responsibility as Director of the 
Dental Division, Office of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, from March 1942 to September 1945. 
With exceptional foresight, organizing ability 
and leadership he provided and maintained a 
superior dental service, based on sound plans 
and professional policies, for the millions in 
the Army. Under his guidance the Army Den- 
tal Corps was expanded from several hun- 
dred to more than fifteen thousand officers, 
and dental facilities, including clinics and 
laboratories, were expanded proportionately. 
The dental rehabilitation of more than a 
million men accomplished under his super- 


vision represented a tremendous contribution ° 


to the conservation of fighting manpower and 
to the future health of the nation. He. skill- 
fully coordinated the activities of the Dental 
Corps with other federal agencies and the 
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Maryland Awards Honorary Degrees.

American Association of Dental 
Schools Acts Against Columbia 


At the recent meeting of the American 
Association of Dental Schools in Kansas 
City, the membership of the School of 
Dental and Oral Surgery, Columbia 
University, was suspended owing to re- 
cent organizational changes that had 
been made in that institution. The action 
of the Association was explained in a 
statement issued by Willard C. Fleming, 
president of the American Association 
of Dental Schools. The statement fol- 
lows: 

The American Association of Dental 
Schools at the recent meeting in Kansas City 
confirmed the action of its Executive Council 
in expressing disapproval of the administra- 
tion program in dental education at Colum- 
bia. The action of the committee was in the 
form of a letter written in reply to Acting 
President Fackenthal wherein it objected “to 
the subordination of dental education to 
medical domination and expresses its dis- 
approval of the termination of dentistry’s 
autonomy at Columbia as an act inimical 
to the best interests of society and a threat to 
the common good.” 

Columbia’s membership in the Association 
was forfeited when through action of the 
Council on Dental Education its approval 
was suspended. A’ member school automati- 
cally forfeits membership when it loses eligi- 


bility. One of the rules of eligibility as set 
forth in the constitution and bylaws of the 
association is approval by the Council on 
Dental Education. 

All of the privileges of the meeting other 
than voting were extended to the members 
of the Columbia faculty who attended the 


meeting.

University of Illinois Receives Grant 
for 3-Year Dental Training Program 


A $50,000 grant from the W. K. Kel- 
logg Foundation of Battle Creek, Mich., 
will aid the University of Illinois in set- 
ting up a three-year program of post- 
graduate training for dentists, it was an- 
nounced March 12 by Allan G. Brodie, 
acting dean of the University’s College of 
Dentistry. 

Beginning May 1, the College of Den- 
tistry will offer a series of three-month 
general refresher courses covering the 
entire field of clinical and preclinical 
dentistry and significant advances of the 
war years. Provision will be made for 
those who complete the general refresher 
course to continue in one of the dental 
specialties if they so desire. 

The initial courses will be especially 
designed for, but not limited to, return- 
ing veteran dental officers who went di- 
rectly from school into the armed forces. 
“As the program develops,” Dean Brodie 
says, “it is hoped that other courses will 
be developed to suit the growing needs 
of the dental profession for continuing 
education.” 

While the Kellogg grant will extend 
only over a three-year period, the Uni- 
versity -plans to coritinue the postgradu- 
ate program with its own funds after 
that time. The Kellogg grant will be 
used primarily to augment the teaching 
staff of the College of Dentistry for the 
expanded program. 

While the University has given some 
postgraduate instruction for dentists in 


the past, this is the first formal program 
to be undertaken by. the institution in 
this field.

Upon receipt of application, the candidate 


will be referred to a Medical Officer of the 
Service for a physical examination. 

The needs of the Service at this time are 
for dentists between 21 and 36 years of age. 


Assistant Dental Surgeon.—A_ candidate 
must have had seven years of educational 
(exclusive of high school) and professional 
training or experience. 

Entrance pay is $2,975.50 per annum with- 

out dependents and $3,411.00 per annum with 
dependents. 
Senior Assistant Dental Surgeon.—A candi- 
date must meet all the requirements for eligi- 
bility for appointment in the grade of Assist- 
ant and shall have completed four additional 
years of postgraduate professional training or 
experience. 

Entrance pay is $3,555.50 per annum with- 
out dependents and $3,991.00 per annum with 
dependents. 


For each three years’ service, a 5 
per cent increase in base pay is auto- 
matic. Army and Navy duty is credited 
for longevity pay purposes. 


U. S. Public Health Service to 
Offer Fellowships in Health Education 


The U. S. Public Health Service an- 
nounces that it will offer fellowships for 
one year of graduate study in health 
education for the academic year starting 
in the fall of 1946. The study will lead 
to a master’s degree in public health. 

The fellowships provide for a year’s 
study in public health education in an 
accredited school of public health; a 
stipend of $100 a month for the entire 
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period of academic and field training, 
and tuition and travel expenses for field 
experience. Travel to and from the uni- 
versity at the beginning and end of train- 
ing is not included. 

Men and women in sound health who 
are between the ages of 22 and 40 and 
who are citizens of the United States 
are eligible for application.

National Institute of Health 
Announces Research Fellowships 


The Surgeon General of the U. S. 
Public Health Service has been author- 
ized to establish and maintain research 
fellowships at the National Institute of 
Health in order to procure the assist- 
ance of promising research fellows from 
the United States and abroad. Junior 
and Senior National Institute of Health 
Research Fellowships will be awarded. 

The Junior Research Fellowships, with 
a stipend of $2,400 a year, will be avail- 
able to those holding, from an institution 
of recognized standing, a master’s degree 
in a science allied to public health. 

The Senior Research Fellowships, with 


a stipend of $3,000 a year, will be avail-- 


able to those holding, from an institution 
of recognized standing, a doctorate de- 
gree in one of the sciences allied to pub- 
lic health. 

Each fellow will work on a problem 
in his specialized field after consultation 
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with the Fellowship Board and the lab 
oratory chiefs. 

The tenure will depend on individual 
circumstances and on the ability ang 
progress shown by the fellow, but will 
not be for less than one year. 

Formal applications will be considered 
after July 1, 1946. Awards will be made 
on a competitive basis.
